Answer Kept Secret. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—More than 
twenty-four hours after it had begun to 
reach Washington the Spanish note in an- 
swer to the President's peace conditions was 
presented at the White House by the French 
Ambassador. What the nature of the an- 
swer was can only be conjectured at this 
stage, the Secretary of State at the conclu- 
sion of the conference making the formal 
statement that nothing whatever could be 
said on the subject. ‘ 

The conference lasted an hour and twenty- 
five minutes. The prolonged discussion was 


‘believed to indicate that the Spanish answer 


was not satisfactory in all respects, though 
in just what points it fell short of meeting 
the expectations of the President it is im- 
possible to say. It was felt by the observers 
that had the answer been a complete accept- 


ance of our terms the result would have. 


been made public. 

On the other hand, it would be a strained 
inference to conclude that the answer was 
unsatisfactory entirely, for in that case, 
according to the President's statement here- 
tofore made, his offer would have been defi- 
mitely withdrawn and the war resumed with 
greater energy than before.

Reply a Long One. 

The reply of the Spanish government is 
understood to be a document embracing 
about 1,200 words. The copy delivered to 
the President was in English, the transla- 
tion from Spanish to French having been 
made at Paris and that from French to 


English having been made here prior to] 


the presentation of the answer at the White 
House. This obviated delaye and gave the 
President and Secretary Day an English 
text at the outset of the conference with the 
Ambassador. 

The Spanish reply is said to be divided into 
five points or heads—namely: Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Ladrone Islands, occupatidn of Manila, 


and appointment of a commission, which are 


treated in the order named. So far as could 
be learned no mention is made of the Cuban 
debt. The retention of arms and ammuni- 
tion by the Spanish troops comes in for in- 
direct reference under the head of Cuba. 

In the absence of an official statement it 
is impossible to give the Spanish position on 
the several American conditions, but from 
the best information obtainable, in treating 
each subject—Cuba, Porto Rico, Ladrones, 
Manila, and peace commission—an accept- 
ance in some cases is understood to relate to 
conditions somewhat different to those laid 


down by the American government. | , 


United States to Rule Cuba. 

As to Cuba, the American terms demanded 
the evacuation of the island without speci- 
fying the future form of government. The 
Spanish reply is said to accept the principle 
that Spanish sovereignty over Cuba will 
terminate, but it is understood to take up 
the future government of the island, and, be- 
cause of the extent pt Spanish interests 
there, is said to take the view, either ex- 
press or implied, that the United States 
should administer the affairs of the island. 
As to the time of evacuating Cuba, this is 
a detail which the Spanish reply is said to 
regard as among many which can be left 
to the commission for final determination. 

The American conditions as to Porto 


Rico, the Ladrones, Manila, ete., are be- 
Heved to be accepted, but the topics are 
treated at some length, and it will require 
the full text to show how far the language 
used may be construed as an acceptance. 


The provision as to the commission Is 


assented to. The commission is to consist 
of five commissioners on each side, with 
Paris as the probable meeting place. The 
Spanish reply is said to develop sonrewhat 
the scope of the commission, leaving to it 


not only the determination of the future of 


the Philippines, but also the details in- 
volved in the arrangement of a lasting 


peace.

Captain Roberts was in- 
formed by a messenger just before his ves- 
sel sailed that the city was doomed, as the 
fire fighting appliances were of the crudest 
and the buildings, being all frame, were like 
tinder. An effort was being made to remove 
the dynamite stored near the burning build- 
ings, but every one seemed excited and no 
one apparently would e the initiative. 

As the Farallon steamed out of the harbor 
the red glare from the burning buildings 
lighted up the country for miles around. 


The citizens appeared to be panic-stricken, | 


and were rushing hither and thither, tight- 
ing the fire in an aimless sort of a way. 

The volunteer fire brigade was doing its 
best, and it is possible that it got the fire 
under control. 

Bush fires are raging in the vicinity of 
Skaguay, and it is supposed that these ig- 
nited some of the shacks on the outskirts 
of the town, the blase being fanned by a 
high wind into a disastrous fire. 

Farallon Brings a Million Dollars.

korg, Aug. 9.— The first land battle at Manila 
has been fought and the Americans have 
won. * : 

Our loss is thirteen killed, ten seriously 
wounded, and thirty-eight slightly wounded. 

The Spaniardé lost 350 killed and 900 
wounded. 

They attacked the American outposts 
were repulsed. 

Our lines did not give an inch. 

The battle took place on the night of July 
gi and the morning of Aug. 1. The Spaniards 
made a concerted sortie from Manila upon 
the trenches and outposts at Camp Dewey, 
near Malate, commanded by Brigadier Gen- 
eral Francis Vinton Greene, formerly 
Colonel of the Seventy-first New York. 

The Spaniards directed their attack against. 
the American right, held by the Tenth Penu- 
sylvania, the flower of the Keystone State's 
National Guard. The Pennsylvanians fought 
Mke veterans and repulsed the Spaniards 
with terrible losses. 

Officers of the British fleet anchored here 
went into Manila after the battle and re 
ported back that the Spanish loss was almost 
incredible. The British Admiral told Ad- 
miral Dewey that the Spaniards had lost 
850 killed and more than 900 wounded. 

The sortie had been carefully planned. 
Stretching away from the American lines 
lay the insurgents. Their lines began where 
the Tenth Pennsylvania left off. Sunday, 
July 31, was a feast day, and the insurgent 
left flank withdrew, leaving the American 
right, held by the Pennsylvania boys, en- 
tirely unprotected. 

General Greene, realizing this, ordered the 
Utah battery and two companies of the 
Tenth Pennsylvania, which were going away 
on other duty, back to reinforce the un- 


guarded right. 


Ina Raging Typhoon.

Malate is a fortified town on the road from 
Cavite to Manilla, and it represents the 
closest approach of the attack on the city 
proper. The insurgents had invested the 
place and fought hotly there, losing many 
men. Then they gave way and the Ameri- 
can forces were pushed into the place they 
vacated. 


Advance of Greene’s Men. 

The Americans, under General Greene, in- 
trenched themselves, thfew out pickets, and 

began a slow but systematic advance while 
awaiting the arrival of reinforcements. On 
Sunday the Spaniards saw that the Ameri- 
cans were getting ready to land a superior 
force and that every few days brought them 
reinforcements. So an attack was ordered. 

A typhoon had set in, the rain was descend- 
ing in torrents, and the night was black as 4 
hole in the universe when 3.000 Spaniards 
attacked the American position on its right 
flank. The insurgents had withdrawn for 
feast day celebrations and their withdrawal 
left our right open. But a line of vigilant 
pickets was out, and these men fired on the 
Spanish advance and then retreated slowly, 
firing as they came in. 

At once there was a great stir in camp, 
but no confusion. The Tenth Pennsylvania 
bore the brunt of the attack andchecked the 
Spanish advance until the Utah Battery, 
the First California Volunteers, and two 

‘companies of the Third Artillery, fighting as 
infantry, could get up to strengthen the 
right of the line. 1 ; 
Bold Advance of 

It was a dreadful night, and the Spaniards 
came on boldly through the dark right up 
to the American intrenchments. The vol- 
unteers fought back like veterans, though 
this was the first time they had been un- 
der fire. Captain Young got his Utah Bat- 
tery into position with some difficulty on 
account of the mud, but he soon was enfil- 
aiding the enemy’s ranks. The Americans 
were outnmbered, but they did not yield 
an inch and their fire was fearfully de- 
structive. 

After a stubborn fight the Spaniards were 
beaten off on the run. They reformed, how- 
ever; and came again. By this time the 
Aniericans were in position and under com- 
plete pine, and their fire was all the 
more deadly. They poured volley after vol- 
ley wherever the Spanish rifies flashed, and 
again the enemy retreated. 


and some of the Americans pursued their 
retreat doing much execution.

Follow Up First Attack. 

After the attack on the right wing, which 
began at 11 o’clock at night, had been re- 
pulsed, the second Spanish attack at 2 
o'clock in the morning was directed against 
our left wing. After thirty minutes of 
fighting the enemy was again beaten off, and 
the rain seemed to be so heavy as to make 
further attack impossible. 

But at 3:50 a. m. the battle was resumed 
at longer range, Spanish sharpshooters fir- 
ing from the trees and the batteries firing 
constantly, using brass-coated bullets. The 
Americans, soaked and powder-stained, 
Stuck to their guns for fourteen hours with- 
out relief. | 

The hospital of the Pennsylvanians, 200 
yarde in the rear of their line, was constant- 
jy under fire and riddled by bullets. No 
Mights were there, or none could be shown, 
and the accommodations were entirely in- 
adequate. 

The Spaniards resumed firing on the night 
pf Aug. 1, but the battle had by that time 
settled down into an artillery duel. 

Spanish shells killed Wiliam Springfield 
pf the First Colorado, and wounded Private 
Fred Field of the First California and Pri- 
wate Edward Zachary of the Colorado reg- 
iment. 
On the night of the 2d there was some 
Gesultory firing. P. Lewis of the First Ne- 
Draska was killed, and another private of 
the same regiment was wounded. This 
ended the battle, though nightly skirmishes 
fontinue. The ships took no part. But in a 
ay or two, if General Augustin! does not 
show the white flag, he will be given a taste 
oft American valor when it is led to an at- 
tack. 

Insurgents Show Their Colors. 

There has arisen out of this fighting, how- 
ever, a most serious question as to the atti- 
tude of Aguinaldo and the Philipimos. More 
than 600 of them quit the trenches on Sun- 
day morning, leaving our right wing ex- 
posed. Though it was their feast day, it is 
believed they acted in concert with the 
Spaniards. Practically not a Philipino fought 
during all the engagement. :

Aguinaldo es- 
timated the Spanish loss at only 100 killed. 
His attitude remains uneatisfactory. It was

Nearly all the men are in good condition, 
though an officer and four privates died at 
sea and a few are sick with measles and 
fever. Lieutenant Robert Kerr of the engi- 
neers, whose home is in Charleston, W. Va., 
died of spinal meningitis on July 21. Pri- 
vate Roddy of Company L, Twenty-third 
Infantry, who was from Dallas, Tex., wag 
fatally stricken with apoplexy on July 13, 
Private Bowers of the Signal Corps died of 
heart failure on July 20. Private Bourke 
of the First Wyoming, whose home is at 
Douglas, Wyo., was a victim of typhoid 
fever on July 24, and Fireman Kelly of the 
steamer Ohio committed suicide by Jumping 
overboard on July 19. 

The condition of none of the men now Il 
is serious. 

The Minnesota, Dakota, Idaho, and Wyo- 
ming volunteers, with the Eighteenth and 
Twenty-third regulars, the batteries, and 
the staff of the newly arrived expedition, 
have specially requested the announcement 
to their homes of their safe arrival. 

There have been six days of continuous 
storm, with heavy rain and wind, conclud- 
ing with a genuine typhoon. This has great- 
ly delayed the landing of this expedition. 
Two lighters loaded with 400 men were 
wrecked on the beach in the heavy surf, but 
not a soldier was drowned, The rains have 
soaked the soldiers in the camps and filled 
the trenches. Still the men are not dispirit- 
ed. Sickness, exclusive of the wounded, is 
remarkably limited. 

In other words, the troops are ready for 
the attack, and the fall of Manila is expected 
just as soon as the men of the last expedi- 
tion can be landed. 

Fleet Prepares for Action. 

All the warships today sent their boats and 
extra tackle ashore, preparing for action in 
the bombardment of the walled city and the 
batteries. ‘The end is near. As for the con- 
dition of the city itself dysentery has become 
epidemic and cholera complaints are numer- 
ous. 

British Consul Walker died of the prevatl- 
ing dysentery on Aug. 2. All the American 
flags were set at half-mast out of respect 
to his memory. The water in the city is bad 
and the food supply painfully limited. 

The rich are now suffeging as well as the 
poor, The troops have practically all the 
meat, bread, and flour. Horses and dogs are 
being slaughtered for food, and the bakers 
who supply the troops are using rye flour 
insead of wheat. They cook by the heat of 
their furniture, their doors and window cas- 
ings, the supply of fuel being as small as 
the supply of food. 

The horses and cattle of private persons 
are seized at will by the authorities and paid 
for in worthless drafts. 

Even the pony of the English consular phy- 
siclan was levied upon but recovered. Brit-

Specious Plea of Insurgents.

Manila, July 30, via Hongkong, Aug. 9.—

MUCH TYPHOID IS ABOUT. 


Fear for the Health of the Men 
Stationed at Tampa and 
Other Points. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.]— 
In view of the existence of fever in the 
various Southern camps tary Alger 
has determined upon a general movement 
northward of the troops at Chickamauga, 
Miami, and Fernandina. Secretary Alger 
has quietly made an investigation of the 
sanitary conditions of all the camps and 
the results were startling in their nature. 

It was at once apparent that in order 
to preserve the health of the troops the 
camps would have to be moved to a healthier 
climate. Although the movement has been 
decided upon and the commanding officers 
have received their orders, Secretary Alger 
and officials of the War department have 
not yet selected definitely the sites of the 
new camps. It is possible that the troops 
at Tampa, who were about to embark on 

journey to Porto Rico, will be moved to 

ontauk Point. 

Tampa has been discovered to be a verit- 
able pesthole of typhoid fever and it is recog- 
nized that the soldiers who have been en- 
camped there will need a better climate than 
that which exists in any of the Southern 
States to aid them in fighting the germs of 
the disease, which have already taken a hold 
upon--their systems. Indeed, it was recog- 
nized some time ago, when General Cop- 
pinger’s corps was removed to Fernandina 
and Miami, that Tampa would be a danger- 
} ous place to use as a camp much longer. 
It has now developed that Miami and Fer- 
mandina are not much better than Tampa, 
“and hence it will be necessary to move the 
troops from these two points. 
/Chickamauga hes proved susceptible to 
Ayphoid and other mild forms of disease, 
but the bad sanitary condition of Camp 
Thomas is attributed to fhe fumber of 
troops located there. General Sternberg has 
frequently impressed upon the department 
that disease is liable to break out and flour- 
ish wherever a large army is concentrated 
for any length of time, and the only way to 
preserve the health of the troops would be to 
keep constantly changing camps.

Almost Causes a Stampede. 

A stampede was started in Company C by 
the collapse of Captain Biddle, who was 
prostrated by the heat. When he fell it 
was generally believed he had been shot, 
and the effect on the men might have been 
serious had it not been for Lieutenant Ward- 
man, who assumed command of the com- 
pany and fought gallantly through the en- 
gagement. As soon as reinforcements ar- 
rived he pressed forward with his men to 
the top of the hill. 

Just at this time the dynamite guns got 
into action. The first shot landed at one 
side of the blockhouse and exploded with 
a terrific roar. The Spaniards were thrown 
into a state of panic by the explosion and 
were seen flying from the hill at top speed 
in all directions excepting toward the Amer- 
icans. The shell tore a hole in the ground 
for a distance of fifty feet and the shock of 
the explosion could be felt where the Amer- 
icans stood. 

After the third shot from the dynamite 
guns the Spaniards were in full retreat. 
The Americans then retired to Guayama for

Americans Advance Toward san Juan.

CLINTON SAILS FOR SANTIAGO. 


Large Cargo of Stores and Some Doc- 
tors Taken Over to the Army 
in Cuba. 


Tampa, Fla., Aug. 9.—[Special.}—The 
transport Clinton, which has been loaded 
at Port Tampa for several days, sailed 
today for Santiago. The Clinton carried 
commissary and ordnance supplies, ambu-

Seeks to Learn Whether ion 
Catholicism Can Brand, | 
a Social Outcast 


AMERICAN DECISION IN VIEW 


— 


“T have taken steps to begin suit against 
Archbishop Feehan for heavy damages and 
to determine the power of the Roman 
Catholic Church in America to make me 
a pariah in society and put a blemish on 
my 120,000 parishioners here and else- 
where,” said the Rev. Father Anthony Koz- 
lowski of All Saints’ Polish Catholic Church 
yesterday, when asked how he looked upon. 
the major excommunication placed upon 
him by the Pope at the recommendation of 
the Chicago Archbishop. The papal bull 
is a remnant of another age, when church 
and state went hand in hand. Then there 
was no ecclesiastical or civil redress for the 
victim of one of these pronuciamentoes. 
It is different now and especially so in the 
United States. The fortunes and liberty of 
the humblest citizen cannot be attacked 
with impunity. The effect of this excom- 
munication, if carried out, would be to 
render me a social outcast. The constitu- 
tion of this country says no man shall be 
attacked because of his religious opinions, 
and there is another law which prohibits 
the boycott. The bull is a violation of the 


laws of the United States and is an attempt | 


to subvert civil to ecclesiastical authority. 

“After all, I am amazed that the major 
excommunication should be resorted to in 
this age. I would publicly burn this papal 
bull if it were not that I might be accused 
of imitating Martin Luther and also in- 
dulging in child’s play. 


Asks the Archbishop’s Right. : 

„ would like to ask any man what right 
Archbishop Feehan has to dictate tome. I 
deliberately separated myself from the 
Roman Catholic Church four years ago. I 
sent a notice to the Pope. Four years 
have passed away. Now he excommuni- 
cates me! For what? When I had estab- 
lished this church I advised that a church 
committee be sent to the Archbishop to see 
if our troubles could not be settled. The 
committee was insulted and informed by 
Archbishop Feehan that he wanted to have 
nothing to do with them or me, The com- 
mittee was practically driven from the 
house. We then decided that we had better 
try and get along by ourselves. We have 
done so pretty successfully. My parishion- 
ers here number over 10,000, and in all my 
churches 120,000. 

“The entire excommunication is legal 
not only according to canonical but civil 
law. Canonical laws says that when charges 
are brought against a priest he shall be 
regularly summoned before a jury where he 
must be allowed an advocate. Nothing of 
this kind was ever done with me. The only 
notice I ever received from Archbishop 
Fehan was a notice to leave town in twenty- 
four hours. I then wondered and wonder 
now who this man is who has authority to 
order a citizen out of town after the manner 
of a police justice. I refused to recognize 
his authority then as to the material affairs 
of the church and I refuse to do so now. 

** Moreover, canonical law says notice of 
the excommunication shall come directly 
from the Pope to the person excommunicat- 
ed. I have received no notice of this kind. 
Again, the excommunicated person must be 
called three times by the supreme Pontiff be- 
fore the bull against him is finally issued. 
This is to give the accused the opportunity 
of being restored to the bosom of the church 
if he should so desire after expressing a pen- 
itential spirit. I. was never extended an 
opportunity of this kind. 


Tells of the Chicago Trouble. 


" “The troubles of the Polish Catholic in 


Chicago,“ continued the priest, grew out 
of the financial administration of the af- 
fairs of St. Hedwig’s Church, where at one 
time I was assistant pastor. The congrega- 
tion of this church became dissatisfied with 
the way in which the church was managed. 
t no accounting from Father 
Barzynski or Archbishop. It was denied 
that the parishfoners had any right to have 
a voice in the financial management of the 
church. This caused a schism. 

“The congregation split and money was 
raised for the building of All Saints’. I 
was selected to lead the seceders. The 
Poles in other cities have gone through the 
same trouble, but I have been the only one 
selected for excommunication. Why? Be- 
cause in establishing the Independent Polish 
Diocese of Chicago it was necessary to have 
a constitution. This constitution has been 
so satisfactory to many dissatisfied churches 
throughout the country that the independ- 
ent church has been growing rapidly. 

We have now four churches in Chicago, 
and churches at Thorp, Wis.; Ege, Ind.; De- 
pew, N. T.; Buffalo, N. V.; South Chicago; 
and two churches in New Bedford, Mass. 
The movement is spreading all over the 
country. 

“The cardinal principle of our church is 
to retain the church property in the hands 
of the church organization. We refuse to 
surrender it to any Bishop or Archbishop. 
A committee of elders handled’ every cent, 
and in this way the priest’s entire time can 
be devoted to the spiritual advancement of 
his flock. The amount of church property 
controlled by Archbishop Feehan in Chicago 
amounts to over $100,000,000. We do not de- 


lieve that such power should be in the hands | 


of one man.“

History of the Expedition. 
Richard Chilcott of Seattle was one of the

The river steamer and barge 
Minerva were loaded on the barge Admiral, 
which was taken in tow. After severe 
weather, during which the Admiral was once 
adrift for six hours, the expedition landed 
at Good News Bay, Bering Sea, where the 
Jessie and Minerva were loaded for the 
prospecting trip. The misstonary, Weber, 
was secured as guide and two Indians hired 
as pilots. During a rough sea on June 27 
this party started for the mouth of the 
Kuskokwim, fifty miles distant. The Lakme 
lay by till the Jessie, with the Minerva in 
tow, passed out of sight. 

Nothing further was heard of the party 
until in July, when Indians reached Dutch 
Harbor with tidings that the party had 
searcely entered the river when a furious 
storm wrecked the boats. The Indians said 
they had found a raft adrift and the barge 
stranded. The members of the expedition, 
they said, were drowned. Captain Carlson 
of the Lakme says Captain Murphy was in- 
competent and Engineer Kinsler not a 
steamboat man. Murphy setured his license 
after reaching Seattle. 

Captain Chilcott refuses to credit the story 
of the disaster.

HOLDS BROAD FRANCHISE 


Telephone or Telegraph Opera- 
tions Said to Be Allowed 
by Its Terms. 


E. F. RUSSELL IS PRESIDENT. 


The Commonwealth Electric Light com- 
pany yesterday filed with the County Re- 
corder a mortgage on all its property, made 
to the Northern Trust company to secure 
$2,500,000 of first mortgage bonds to be 
issued by the Trust company. The mort- 
gage deed was signed by Edward F. Rus- 
sell, President of the Commonwealth com- 
pany, and covers all the possessions of the 
company, including its franchise. This lat- 
ter is its most valuable property, as the real 
estate covered by the deed includes only 
two lots at Ninetteth street and South Chi- 
cago avenue, one at Ninetieth and Ada 
streets, and one at Fo h street and 
Langley avenue. 

The mortgage, which is }for forty-five 
years and drawing 5 per cent interest, reads 
that it is given for “‘ refunding indebtedness 
and extending and building.“ 

The Commonwealth company secured ite 
franchise from the City Council a little 
over a year ago. The ordinarice was first 
passed and vetoed by Mayor Harrison, the 
main reason being the names of the Dene- 
ficiaries were unknown. It was afterwards 
passed over the yor’s veto on the night 
of June 20, 1897. 

The ordinance was engineered through 
the Council by Alderman Brennan of the 
Bighteenth Ward. It was then regarded asa 
epeculative affair, fostered by the Alderman 
in the hope of finding a possible purchaser. 
It gave the company the right to lay wires 
anywhere inside the city limits of Chicago 


tomers. 

Just before the time expired in which the 
company would have to qualify or forfeit its 
franchise ex-Alderman Mahoney of the 
Eighteenth Ward, Alderman Brennan’s old 
colleague and personal friend, and A. J. 
Graham, a banker of the same ward, fur- 
nished the necessary bond. In it Mahoney, 
who is a saloonkeeper, appeared as the 
President of the company. 

Soon afterwards Mr. Russell was elected 
President, and the story went out that the 
Edison company had bought the franchise 
for the purpose of shutting off a possible 
competitor. At that time every one sup- 
posed the company was dead. It was known 
the Aldermen had got their money out of it, 
and nothing more was heard of it until the 
trust deed was filed. The revenue stamps 
on the document amounted to $1,250. 

There is a clause in the company’s fran- 
chise which makes the possibility of the 
concern actually going into business of more 
than ordinary interest. This clause em- 
powers the company to employ electricity 
for the purpose of “ transmitting light and 
sound,” and the claim is made that the 
franchise can be used to establish a tele- 


phone or local telegraph company, as well 


as an electric light business. 

Frank S. Gorton, Secretary of the Chicago 
Edison company, refused to talk of the mat- 
ter, referring all inquirers to Mr. Russell, 
who could not be found. It is said, however, 
operations will be commenced as soon as 


possible.

Stated That Spain’s Proposals to Pres-

Ratified. 


London, Aug. 10.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the Times says: 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
American proposals have only been accepted 
ad referendum. There was some difference 
of opinion, but a majority of the Cabinet 
decided that the government would be ex- 
ceeding its powers if it consented unreserv- 
edly to a cession of territory, and that there- 
fore it would be better to state this fact 
clearly and thus avoid any possible misun- 
derstanding with the United States.

I am certain, however, that Presi- 
dent McKinley will act decisively and end 
peace negotiations if he finds Spain is act- 
ing in bad faith. The Spanish ministry has 
the power to cease hostilities and to ar- 

nge an armistice on general lines without 
consulting the Cortes. 

No peace will ever be arranged on any 
basis which would compel Cuba or America 
to assume the debt which Spain has been 
pleased to call the Cuban debt. It was not 
incurred by Cuba but by Spain, in cenquering 
Cuban revolutions. I know that the Senate 
would never ratify a treaty containing a 
provision which would place this burden 
where it never belonged. 

“The ultimate future of Cuba, I think, is 
annexation, though it will not come uatil 
the Cubans have been given opportunity to 
work out alone a portion of their govern- 
mental salvation. I foresee that the end 
of the war will see a great influx of Ameri- 
can capital and American people into Cuba. 

„Porto Rico will be American territory. 
The nature of the government of that Island, 
Cuba when it is annexed, Hawall, and what- 
ever other territory may be added will be the 
result of evolution. In the first instance 
the new islands will undoubtedly be under 
the territorial form. The right of States 
may ultimately be given. I have not fa- 
vored the acquisition of the Philippines, but 
I do favor the retention of Manila, its har- 
bor, and the island of which it is the chief 
city.”

Attendance for the First Day of the 
Meet Is Unusually Large—Mayor 
Taggart Presides at Headquarters 
and Bach L. A. W. Member Receives 
a Small Key to the City-Buffalo 
Delegation Working to Secure the 
Meet Next Year. 


Aug. 9.—I Special

Over at the registration headquarters Mayor 
Taggart was one of the most prominent fig- 
ures, meeting visitors by the score. 

There is a reception this evening at the 
State-House, Governor James A. Mount re- 
ceiving the wheelmen, assisted by the State 
officers. Up to the present time the number 
of women at the meet is comparativay 
small, but many are expected tomorrow from 
Western States. Several delegations, in- 
cluding that from Chicago, are expected to- 
morrow.

ENGLAND'S PROMISE 
TO SUPPORT CHINA 
IS REITERATED. 


Foreign Office at Peking Assured 


Any Threatening Action by the 
Powers of Europe. ' 


Peking, Aug. 9.—The firm attitude adopted 
by Great Britain in the railroad concessions 
in China, which is giving general satisfac- 
tion in the British settlements, is maintained. 
Sir Claude M. MacDonald, the British Min- 
ister to China, was present at the meeting 
of the Chinese Foreign office officials yes- 
terday, and he reiterated Great Britain's 
formal promise to support China if threat- 
ened by any foreign power on account of a’ 
concession granted to a British subject, ) 
The French Minister, M. Gerard, has com- 
plained to the Tsung-li-Yamen that, owing 
to Germany's representations, China has 
compelled Yung Wing’s Tsin-Tsin-Chin- 
railroad, in which he has the sup- 


ing to advance $25,000,000, to pass west of 
Shan-Tung, and thus, it is claimed, endan- 
gering the prospects of the Han-Kou-Peking 
railroad concession given to a Fyanco- 
Belgian syndicate. 

London, Aug. 9.—Answering a question in 
the House of Commons today, the Parlia- 
mentary Secretary for the Foreign office, 
Mr. Curzon, said the British Minister at 
Peking, Sir Claude M. MacDonald, had re- 
ported that the Chinese government, reply- 
ing to Great Britain's message saying she 
would support China against any power 
committing an act of aggression in China 
because China had granted a British sub- 
ject permission to aid or build a railroad or 
other public works, as announced in the 
House of Commons on Aug. 1; had en- 
pressed gratitude at the promise of support

PEOPLE UNDERSTAND, THE QUESTION. 

When the news came oA what Dewey had 
accomplished at Manila every American, 
except perhaps a few peace- at- any- price 
men, exulted over his victory. Neither then 
nor for some days thereafter did more than 
a handful of people refiect on what that 
victory might mean to the United States 
—that it meant not merely the sinking of 
a Spanish fleet, but the acquisition by this 
country of those rich islands, which had 
been so long a valuable part of the colonial 
Empire of Spain. People cannot grasp 
new situations and work out new ideas 
in a day. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that Americans did not realize at once the 
fact that the United States could be and 
should be the legitimate successor of Spain 
in the Philippines. 

They are beginning to appreciate that 
fact now. 
been convinced by the arguments of the 
advocates of national expansion. Today 
millions of voters are in favor of the ac- 
quisition of the Philippines—not of one of 
them, but of all of them. They are not 
in favor of giving up anything—not even 
a coral reef with a lone palm tree on It. 
Ninety days ago most Americans would 
have said indifferently’ “What are the 
Philippines to us?“ Today comparatively 
few say that and the number is decreasing. 

The South is coming over rapidly, in 
spite of the protests of Fryanite politicians, 
to the policy of the retention of the Philip- 
pines. The eastern States, influenced part- 
ly by commercial considerations and a 
knowledge of the value to this country 
of the trade of the Philippines, are begin- 
ning to demand that those islands must 
not be given back to Spain, or allowed 
to fall into the hands of some other 
European power. The people living west of 
the Mississippi River, from the Canadian 
boundary to New Orleans, are practica)- 
ly united in the demand that the United 
States shall give up nothing. By the time 
the peace commissioners have assembled 
and begun their work, all save a beggarly, 
pitiful minority of the American voters 
will agree in calling on the President to 
instruct his commissioners to hold on to the 
Philippines. 

A great deal of educational work has 
been done during the last threé months. As 
a consequence the public has come to per- 
ceive that the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines, with their semi-civilized inhabitants, 
does not necessitate the conversion of those 
islands into American States, represented 
in Congress by semi-civilized Senators and 
Representatives. The public understands 
‘that those islands can be governed as 
colonial dependencies under laws and reg- 
ulations formulated by Congress and en- 
forced by the Executive. The United 
States has but to adopt the main features 
of the policy pursued by Great Britain 
towards dependencies which are not far 
enough advanced to be self-governing 
colonies, 

The majority of the American people have 
been educated up to a point where they 
see that the Philippines will not bea source 
of expense to the United States, because 
the local revenues from customs and ex- 
cises will defray all the expenses of govern- 
ment, including the cost of maintaining 
the small body of troops which it will 
be necessary to keep there. While the 
United States Treasury will have to dis- 
burse nothing on account of the Philip- 
pines, American trade in the Pacific will 
be increased perhaps 100 million dollars 
a year in a short time. | 

Americans have not made up their minds 
yet as to what Aguinaldo is driving at 
—whether he is waiting to be bought off 
or driven off, but his existence and that 
of his followers does not affect in the least 
the popular decision that the United States 
must have the Philippines. The present 
conviction of the people is that if Aguinal- 
do attempts to make trouble he can be 
suppressed with little difficulty, and when 
that has been done the greater freedom, the 
fair treatment, and lighter taxation Ameri- 
can laws will give the inhabitants will 
keep them quiet. A small body of Ameri- 
can regulars and a few cruisers will be 
the only evidences of its military power 
that it will be needful for the United States 
to display. 


KANSAS TIMES HAVE CHANGED. 

There is a great deal more than a sugges- 
tion of grim humor in a recent manifesto of 
the Bank Commissioner of Kansas to bank- 
ers of that State, In his last call for state- 
ments from the banks under his supervision 
he warns bankers against the temptation 
to make bad loans in the present accumula- 
tions of idle money. He says: 


When money is scarce bankers invariably in- 
sist upon good security, but when money is plen- 
tiful and good loans scarce there is a disposition 
to be zax in scrutinizing securities, idle money 
being a temptation to reckless and speculative 
loaning. In such times the banker should pray, 
Lead us not into temptat ion. 


Kansas in times past has had too much 
of a number of things, among others grass- 
hoppers and Populists, but this may be 
taken as the first official announcement that 
the State has an absolute plethora of ready 
money.

SPAIN PROFESSES TO AC’CEPT. 

According to Washington dispatches the 
Spanish government, through the French 
Ambassador, accepts the conditions of 
peace as submitted by President McKinley, 
coupling with its acceptance some 
suggestions on minor points which are not 
explained. If these conditions go to the 
extent of placing in doubt the final accept- 
ance of terms as laid down at the beginning 


refusal of the Cortes to recognize the aliena- 
tion of territory or the creation of any loop- 
hole of escape from the fate which Spain 
has brought upon herself, then it would be 
the duty of the President and Cabinet to 
regard the answer as a rejection. At all 
events, no step should be taken looking to 
a cessation of hostilities, either in Cuba, 
Porto Rico, or the Philippines, until the 
protocol has been signed binding her to 
abide by the conditions. | 
There are many who believe that the 


terms proposed by the President are not 
as explicit as they ought to have been, at 
least as to the Philippines. What is weak 
in them in this regard should be cured as 
far as possible by the character of the com- 
mission selected to arrange the final details. 
This will be the most serious problem in the 
whole business, and to its solution the Presi- 
dent should address himself with the utmost 
care and with due regard to the wishes of a 
majority of the American people. 


ANOTHER VICTORY AT MANILA. 
The fight of the night of July 31, at 
Malate, near Manila, between a force of 
3,000 Spaniards and a detachment of Geg- 
eral Merritt’s army under the command of 
General Greene, announced in an extra 
edition of yesterday’s TRIBUNR, evidently 
marks the beginning of the end in that 
quarter. The attack, made in the midst of 
a raging typhoon, seems to have come in 
the form of a surprise, but was met by the 
Americans with the steadiness of regulars. 
The American forces engaged included the 
Tenth Pennsylvania Volunteers, a part of 
the First California, a Utah battery, and 
the Third United States Artillery. The 
attack was renewed less vigorously the fol- 
lowing night, but repulsed with one man 
killed. The American loss in both engage- 
ments is reported at nine killed and forty- 
four wounded—several of the latter fatally, 
of whom two had died before the date of 
the dispatch. | 
There is reason to believe that General 
Merritt will now prosecute his operations 
against Manila without regard to peace 
negotiations and that as the result of this 
attack not only will Manila fall, but the 
whole of the Island of Luzon will be taken 
possession of by the American forces. 

The same dispatches which announce 
this engagement report the safe arrival of 
the monitor Monterey in Manila Bay Aug. 
6 with the three delayed transports of 
General Merritt’s fleet, still further increas- 
ing his force. The actual attack on Manila 
will, no doubt, speedily follow. 

General Greene has already congratu- 
lated the forces engaged in a most compli- 
mentary manner. ; 


THE PEACE COMMISSIONERS, 

It is reported that the President will ap- 
point five commissioners to negotiate the 
treaty of peace with Spain. If he does he 
will follow the precedent set by President 
Madison, who appointed five men to agree 
on terms with Great Britain after the war 
of 1812. They were John Quincy Adams, 
Henry Clay (who resigned the Speaker- 
ship for this new duty), Albert Gallatin 
(who was then Secretary of the Treasury), 
Senator James A. Bayard, the grandfather 
of Thomas F. Bayard, and Jonathan Rus- 
sell, who was then Minister to Sweden and 
Norway. It would not be an easy task to 
select as able a commission today. 

Present conditions differ, however, in 
many respects from those of 1814, when it 
was necessary that the United States should 
be represented by men of marked ability. 
This country was more anxious for peace 
and needed it more than Great Britain did. 
American finances were in a state of hor- 
rible disorder. The New England States 
were threatening secession. While some 
brilliant sea fights had been won, operatiens 
on land had not been favorable to the 
Americans. Napoleon had been disposed of 
and Great Britain was left free to devote 
itself to the American war. So commis- 
sioners were required who, while conscious 
of the need of peace and willing to make all 
honorable concessions to get it, yet would 
get the best possible terms and concede 
nothing unnecessarily. They did-the best 
that could have been done. 

Mr. Adams and his colleagues were in a 
perplexing position because commupication 
with their home government was slow and 
uncertain. President Madison had given 
them instructions, but when confronted by 
British demands which the President had 
not anticipated they were at a loss to know 
exactly what todo. They had to play their 
own hand, ignorant how far they would be 
sustained by Mr. Madison. But President 
McKinley’s commissioners, whether they 
meet at Paris or somewhere else in Eu- 
rope, will be in constant communication 
with him. They will be as near him as it 
at Washington. The President will be the 
real negotiator and the commissioners will 
be merely his mouthpieces, 

As a consequence their deliberations will 
not be marked by any of those lively con- 
troversies which took place at Ghent. Mr. 
Adams and Mr. Clay, the two niost set and

He seems also to ig- 
nore the working of the law of supply and 
demand in the money market. Kansas is 
enjoying the returns of a bumper wheat 
crop sold at high prices, and, according to 
the State report, has the promise of sixty 
million bushels of wheat this year. A few 
more seasons of agricultural prosperity such 
as Kansas has been enjoying recently and 
the banks and the Bank Commissioner will 
have to readjust their ideas of low interest 
rates. 

The commissioner has an eye to the past 
when he lays special emphasis on his ob- 
jection to the banks taking single name 
commercial paper. He recalls that some of 
the loans made by Hastern parties ten years 
ago at high rates were not paid, even when 
evidenced and secured by bonds and mort- 
gages. Under these circumstances he does 
not propose to take chances on the mere 
promise to pay of an Eastern borrower. He 
does not intend to have any of the Kaneas 
wheat money frittered away on less favored 
States, and does not appreciate the value 
to Kansas as an advertisement of the fact 
that a State which a decade ago was a 
heavy borrower at 10 per cent and upwards 
in the ast is in a position to go back to the 
section from which it drew money as a 
lender at 4 and 5 per cent.

LONG’S DEFENSE OF SAMPSON. 

In a dignified and admirable letter Seo- 
retary Long has answered the detractors 
of Rear Admiral Sampson. It would be 
well if every American citizen were to read 
‘that letter and adopt ite broad and just 
spirit. It puts to shame the busybodies 
who almost from the beginning have been 
seeking to belittle Sampson’s work and 
to exalt some other commander at his ex- 
pense, Commodore Schley’s/official report 
ought to have been enough to silence these 
self-constituted critics, when he called the 
Santiago engagement “ a victory big enough 
for us all.” But the bitter attacks have 
continued here and there among those who 
know nothing about the subject. Secretary 
Long’s open letter to one of these is a fit 
answer for all of them. 

The three chief charges that these name- 
less critics bring against Sampson are that 
he failed to capture San Juan, Porto Rico, 
when he bombarded it, that he was afraid 
to go into Santiago harbor after Cervera, 
and that he was not on the spot at the mo- 
ment when Cervera’s fleet made its historic 
sortie. Secretary Long shows most con- 
vincingly how utterly unjust are all these 
charges. He shows that at the time of 
Sampson’s visit to San Juan he was merely 
reconnoitering for Cervera’s fleet, the 
whereabouts of which was still uncertain. 
That was his chief object, and when he 
replied to the San Juan batteries he had no 
intention of capturing the place. As Sec- 
retary Long says, there was no intention at 
that time of taking Porto Rico, as the army 
was not ready to colperate. Furthermore, 
Sampson was under distinct orders not to 
risk the loss of any vessel except in battle 
with the enemy’s ships. His presence at 
San Juan undoubtedly turned Cervera into 
Santiago and thus aceomplished all it was 
ever intended to accomplish. 

No less unjust is the oft-repeated slur 

against Sampson for not entering Santiago 
harbor in defiance of the mines. -The War 
Secretary distinctly states that “ Admiral 
Sampson was acting under explicit orders 
of the department not to expose his armored 
ships to the risks of sinking by mines.” If 
there is any blame to be dealt out on this 
score it must be directed against the Board 
of Strategy and the War department, not 
against Admiral Sampson. 
The attempt to find fault with the Ad- 
miral because his flagship was not in the 
van during the chase after Cervera is the 
most insensate of all. Sampson had been 
ordered by the War department to go and 
consult with Shafter, Cervera deliberately 
chose the moment of the Admiral’s absence 
for making his escape. Yet the swift de- 
struction dealt out to the Spanish fleet was 
no less the result of the Admiral’s careful 
plans. Secretary Long puts the case forci- 
bly thus: 

Please bear in mind the variety and weight of 
the responsibilities which were upon Admiral 
Sampson for the month prior te the great battle 
which destroyed Cervera’s fleet. He was com- 
manding officer of the whole squadron: charged 
with the blockade of the whole Cuban coast; 
charged with the detail of all the movements of 
ships; charged with clerical correspondence with 
the department and other officers; and especially 
charged with preventing the escape of Cervera. 
Remember, that this man, whom you so sweep- 
ingly accuse, was devoting his days and nights to 
these duties. The commanding officer of every 
vessel knew his post and his duty in case of an at - 
tempt to escape, so that when the attempt came 
the movement to prevent it by the attack of our 
veseels upon the outcoming Spaniards went on like 
clockwork, as at Chattanooga every movement of 
that great battle was carried out, although Gen- 
eral Grant was neither at Missionary Ridge nor 
Lookout Mountain. 

It would be as reasonable to try to rob 
Grant of the glory of Chattanooga as to 
deprive Sampson of the credit for the good 
work at Santiago. Of course he had heroes 
and skilled commanders under him, every, 
one of whom deserves his due meed of 
praise. But every one of these, from Com- 
modore Schley down to the commanders of 
the smallest gunboats, holds Admiral Samp- 
son in the highest esteem and acknowledges 
his wonderful executive and strategic abili- 
ties. No word of these slanderous criti- 
cisms has come from them. They give the 
Admiral credit for his part in the triumph, 
just as the Admiral has freely given them 
praise for their heroic part in it. If there 
had been a word of self-aggrandizement in 
Admiral Sampson's report there might have 
been some excuse for these attempts to be- 
little him. But his report was modest, 
frank, and generous. | 

Secretary Long’s letter is emphasized by 
the recent letter of Captain Mahan, recog- 
hized the world over as the ablest of au- 
thorities on naval subjects, replying to the 
question: “Why did Nelson, second in 
command, receive the credit for Copen- 
hagen if Schley is not to have it for Santi- 
ago?” Captain Mahan shows that Nelson 
was not acting under orders from his su- 
perior, but acted against them and refused 
to withdraw from action when he was or- 
dered to do so. At Santiago all the dispo- 
sitions were mide by the commander in 
chief and the attempt to escape by day was 
made because there was not the least hope 
of escaping by night owing to these disposi- 
tions. Our vessels chased and fought in 
the order assigned by Sampson. “In 
truth,” says Captain Mahan, “ from first 
to last the second in command needed to 
make no signal of a tactical character, and 
made none so far as is shown by his own 

report or that of the Captain of the ship.”

Gold, co r, iron, and coal are 
among its minefals. anlla, its capital, is 
one of the great marts of the far East, count- 
ing, with its suburbs—that manufacture 
many things, from cheroots to cordage and 
éembroideries—160,000 people. It is the me- 
tropolis of the Philippines, the emporium 
of the archipelago's trade.

It is not yet known just exactly what the 
Philippine policy of the administration 15, 
but it is apparent that the question is a pus- 
sling one, and that the government is not 
entirely certain in just what way to meet it. 
If we had only Spain to consider there would 
be a most easy solution, but after the sur- 
render of the troops comes the 
question, “ What will the insurgents do?” 
Must we send 100,000 troops to Manila and 
fight Aguinaldo, whose followers are most 
certainly not fitted to rule? We cannot 
hand the islands over to the tender mercies 
of Spain, for the revolution would con- 
tinue. It is by mo means certain that we 
may not have these same revolutionists to 
subdue before we can have woréstricted 
sway. 

Of course, we do not want to come into 
poesession of a revolution well organized 
and aggressive. Yet, what are we to do? 
We cannot leave the islands to an unre- 
strained grab by the powers, for that might, 
and probably would, produce a serious Buro- 
pean war. The islands are on our hands, 
and we must face the responsibility, what- 
ever it 16. ' 

It would be well, perhaps, to await the 
full detalls of the administration’s policy, 
but this much may be said: If there is to be 
a commission there should at least be a 
stfing attached to it.

| MARQUISE DE FORTENOY’S LEPTER, 


1898, by the Marquise de Fontenog. 
King of Roumania, accompanied 
his nephew and heir, Prince’ Ferdinand, 
has just paid his frequently announced an 
invariably deferred visit to St. Petersburg. 
Just twenty-nine years have elapsed since 
King Charles was last in the Russian cap- 
ital. At that time he had been-but a short 
time on the throne of Roumania, not as 
King; but merely as hospodar, or vassal 
Prince, bound by ties of allegiance to his 
suzerain, the Sultan of Turkey, to whose 
empire Roumania, as well as Servia, nom- 
inally belonged. 

Charles of Hohenzollern was an unimpor- 
tant personage in those days. His accep- 
tance of the Roumanian throne was re- 
garded by the European court as something 
in the light of an opera comique adventure, 
which was heightened by the circumstance 
that in order to reach his dominions he was 
compelled’ to traverse Austria and Hungary 
disguised in the livery of a footman. 

Today he occupies a different position, and 
he has returned to St. Petersburg under 
altered circumstances. He is the full-fledged 
and independent King of a rich and powerful 
country, and the commander of a splendidly 
equipped army of such size and importance 
that he was able to turn the tide in favor 
of Russia at the moment in the war of 1877 
when repeated defeats before Plevna were 
about to compel it to give way to the Turks.

If higher praise is expected, the only reply 
that can be made is that it is, historically, 
rarely given. When individual men are

feel slighted, While, if each who has done his 
duty is individually named, all distinctive 
effect is lost. Those who doubt may examine 


the dispatches of men like Nelson and Far- 
ragut. 


Schley’s Attitude. 


rt would de improper to conclude without 
saying that there is not.the slightest proof 
that Commodore Schley is in the least re- 
sponsible for the malicious attempts made 
to depress Admiral Sampson, with a view 
to exalt the second in command. On the 
contrary, when they came to his ears he 
telegraphed to the Navy department (on July 
10 his “mortification at the fact, hand- 
somely attributing the victory to the force 
under the command of the Commander-in- 
Chief of the North Atlantic squadron, say- 
„To him the honor is due.” More 
than this, there is no occasion for him to 
gay, nor need he have said, anything but 
for the obligation forced upon him by the 
indiscreet and ungenerous clamor of those 
posing as his friends from whom he might 
well pray to be saved. 

So far as precedents may properly in- 
fluence opinion in a matter of this kind, it 
is interesting as well as instructive to notice 
two other instances in the career of Nelson, 
for he was usually second in command, and 
was prone to come to the front, as at 
Copenhagen, not by the absence of his 
superior, but by his own initiative. At Cape 
St. Vincent Nelson, not being second, but 
third or fourth, of his own motion, with- 
out orders, took a step during the course 
of the battle which was the leading cause 
of its success and threw upon his own ship 
the largest single share in the whole fight- 
ing. Nevertheless, although for this he 
received ample recognition, official as well 


rightly adjudged to his chief, whose ship 
was much less exposed, but to whose previ- 
ous disposition and action it was owing 
that Nelson had the opportunity he so well 
improved. 

At the Nile, Nelson, in seniority of flag rank 
upon the station, again only third or 
fourth, but. he was in sole command of a 
large detachment, 2,000 miles away from 
his nearest superior, The battle, there- 
fore, was fought solely off his own bat: 
the decision to fight, the methods; and the 
actual fighting, were all his own. Never- 
theless, although the Commander-in-Chief 
Was absent in a full sense of the word, the 
fact that Nelson was not Commander-in- 
Chief was held, unjustly I think, to diminish 
his claim to reward. The reward, quite in- 
adequate to the achievement, was the “ high- 
est wrote the First Lord of the Admiral- 
ty, “that has ever been conferred upon 
an officer of your standing who was not 
Commander-in-Chief.” This decision, there- 
fore, was. based on precedent, and throws 
light on the British practice and opinion— 
and in naval matters no nation has had 
wider experience—as to relative responsi- 
‘bilities and claims of Commanders-in-Chief 
and flag officers junior to them.

DEDICATION OF A MONUMENT TO 
FRANCIS SCOTT KEY.

Henry Watterson’s Patriotic Adéress 
in Commemoration of the Compos- 
er's Work—Peculiar Circumstances 
Under Which “The Star Spangied 
Banner” Was Written—Inspiration 
of an All-Night Battle—Key’s Grand- 
daughter Aids at the Unveiling. 


Frederick, Md., Aug. 9.—Francis Scott Key, 
the author of The Star Spangled Banner,” 
was honored today in this, his nativecity, by 
the dedication of a handsome monument 
erected to his memory. 

The preliminary ceremonies included a pa- 
rade in which military and civic organiza- 
tions from all parts of the State took part, 
and which were witnessed by thousands of 
residents and visitors. The buildings along 
the line of march were gayly decorated with 
the national colors and festooned with bunt- 


ing. 

When the procession reached the foot of 
the monument the order of exercises was 
proceeded with. This included prayer, vocal 
and instrumental music, an oration by Henry 
Watterson of Kentucky, an address by Mrs. 
Donald McLean of New York, and an ode by 
Folger McKinsey of Baltimore. 

The cord which released the drapery un- 
covering the monument was drawn by Mise 
Julia McHenry Howard, granddaughter of 
Francis Scott Key. 


Mr. Watterson’s Address. 


Following is the substance of Henry Wat- 
terson’s address: .

W. D. HOUGHTELING DIES. 


OLD CHICAGO RESIDENT PASSES 
AWAY AT ASHEVILLE, u. 0. 


Came Here in 1844 and Was Actively 
| Engaged in Business Until 1882, 
When He Went South—Prominent in 
the Lumber Trade and Twice Presi- 
dent of That Association—Father of 
James L. Houghteling—Body Het to 


William D. Houghteling, an early resident 
and ploneer lumber merchant of Chicago, 
died on Sunday at Asheville, N. C., where he 
had lived since his retirement from active 
business. Mr. Houghteling was nearly 80 
years of age and had lived in Chicago from 
1844 until he sold out extenslve interests 
in the lumber business in 1882 and went 
South in search of a more salubrious cli- 
mate. He was Treasurer and Chicago rep- 
resentative at that time of the Mackinaw 
and Black River Lumber companies, with 
mills at St. Ignace and on the Black River. 

James L. Houghteling of Peabody, Hough- 
teling & Co., his son, and Mrs. A. Cass Can- 
field of New York City, a daughter, were 
with him when he died. These are the only 
two of the six children who are living. 

Mr. Houghteling was born in Geneva, N. 
T., in 1819, and grew up on his father’s farm, 
‘acquiring a common school education. 
When 20 years of age he went into a country 
store as clerk, remaining there five years. 
He came to Chicago in 1844 to enter the em- 
ploy of J. H. Dunham, a wholesale grocer, 
and in this position traveled through north- 
ern Illinois with a horse and buggy, being 
one of the first commercial travelers in the 
State. He became in time Mr. Dunham's 
partner and between 1849 and 1857 was in 
the forwarding business as a member of the 
firm of Houghteling & Shepard. The firm 
did a large commission trade in grain and 
Mr. Houghteling was at one time Vice Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade. 

Mr. Houghteling was known in later years 
for his prominence in the lumber trade. He 
served as President of the Lumberman’s 
association in 1868-00, as Vice President in 
1800-70, and again as President in 1870-'71. 
He entered the lumber business in 1857, 
forming a partnership with Francis B. 


| Stockbridge of Saugatuck, Mich., who after- 


wards became a United States Senator, and 
Otis R. Johneon of the same place. This 
company was known as W. D. Houghteling 
& Co., and continued in business until in 
1868 the firm of Spalding, Houghteling & 
Johnson was formed. 

This firm bought out the extensive Sa W- 
mils of Spalding & Porter at Marinette, 
Wis., and algo large lumber yards in Chi- 
cago. In 1878, when the firm was incor- 
porated as the Menominee River Lumber 
company, Mr. Houghteling was made Presi- 
The two companies with which he 
was connected at the time of his retirement 
from business—the Mackinaw Lumber com- 
peny and the Black River Lumber com- 
pany—were formed in 1875. 

Mr. Houghteling was one of the men who 
in the swift and rising progress of the new. 
West was at the same time one of the fore- 
most ers and yet conservative 
enough to appreciate the importance of the 
public welfare. He lent assistance to many 
enterprises that were for the good of th 
city. In the civil war he personally inter- 
eated himself in the raising and arming of 
troops. He took an interest in politics so 
far as good citizenship went, and was a 
member of the Citizens’ association. 
At one time Mr. Houghteling was a vestry- 
man in St. James’ Episcopal Church, of 
hich he was a member for forty years. 
The home of his son is in Winnetka. He 
married Miss Marcia E. Stockbridge, sister 
of Senator Stockbridge, in 1853, 
The funeral services will be held at Ashe- 
ville, where the interment will take place. 


ALEXANDER CAMPBELL DEAD. 


Founder of the Greenback Party and 


Ex-Congressman Passes Away 
at La Salle. 


La Balle, III., Aug. 9.—[{Special.]—Alexan- 
der Campbell of La Salle, founder of the 
Greenback party, is dead at his home, cor- 
ner of Fourth and Bucklin streets, this 
city. He is survived by a wife and three 
daughters. | 

Alexander Campbell was the son of James 
and Martha Campbell, the former born in 
Ireland, the latter in Scotland. The son, 
Alexander, was born on a farm in Franklin 
County, Pa., Oct. 4, 1814. At the age of 14 
years he left school and went to work (for 
his older brother, James, who conducted a 
general store in McConnelitown, near by. 
Here he remained for three years, when he 
left to accept a clerkship for Lyon, Shorb 
& Co., manufacturers of iron instruments. 
He soon resigned to become manager of the 
J. K. & John Shoenberger Iron Manufactur- 
ing company. For this firm he visited the 
States of Pennsylvania, Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Missouri, and while thus employed be- 
came interested in government land, and 
later devoted his attention to the land 
business. It was on this account that he 
moved to La Salle in November, 1850. 

Alexander Campbell was married to Miss 
Marty McCahan, daughter of James and 
Mary McCahan, on March 11, 1841, at Hunt- 
ington, Pa., and to them were born six 
children. He was naturally public-spirited, 
progressive, and ambitious. At the time of 
the organization of the City of La Salle he 
was elected ite first Mayor, and served 
several yearsas Councilman. In 1858 he was 
elected to the State Legislature, and was a
